THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA HAS TODAY ISSUED AN ORDER 
APPROVING THE EXTENSION TO BERLIN OF THE DECISION AND 
ACT OF THE COUNCIL OE THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITIES 
CONCERNING THE ELECTION OF THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
ASSEMBLY BY DIRECT UNIVERAL SUEFRAGE. SUCH APPROVAL 
IS EXPRESSED TO BE SUBJECT TO CERTAIN UNDERSTANDINGS 
AND IS GIVEN TO THE EXTENT COMPATIBLE WITH ALLIED
